CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 
10.—The 


crop reporting board of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of Agri- 
culture finds from the reports of cor- 
respondents and agents of the bureau as 
follows: 


The primary returns on the production 


of corn in 1905 Indicate a total yield of 
about 2,707,993, B40 bushels, or an aver- 
age of 28.8 bushels per acre, compared 
with an average yield of 26.8 bushels, as 
finally estimated in 1904; 25.5 bushels in 
1903. 
and a ten-year average of 24.9 


bushels. 


The general average as to quality is 


90.6 per cent, as compared with 88.2 last

Why Cock Robin Was Killed 


A Santa Rosa paper styles the result in San Francisco an "up- 


rising of Union Labor." It was nothing of the kind. In the dis- 
««is where union labor is strongest the vote was lightest. 
The 


vote for the candidates on the so-called Union Labor ticket was at 
least double the total aggregate of the registered union labor vote. 
Only a minority of the candidates on the ticket are labor union men. 


To what, then, was the result due? 
The returns tell a story too plain to be misunderstood, save by 


those who refuse to see. The Sacramento Bee says W. F. Herrin 
double-crossed the fusion ticket at the last moment. He did noth- 
ing of the sort. There is no evidence that he took an active inter- 
est in the campaign, but what influence he chose to exert was ex- 
erted in behalf of Partridge. As a fact, he was importuned by the 
very people uho complain loudest of the railroad's interference ir 
politics to go down the line, to use the vernacular of politics, for the 
fusion ticket. 
Now he is being abused on one side for not doing 


more, and on the other for doing what hetdid. He was not per- 
mitted to keep his hands entirely off, though he apparently did 
little. 


In truth, the voters revolted against political combines, deals 


between machines ostensibly opposed to each other, patronage 
bargains struck between self-constituted leaders without asking the 
consent of the rank and file of their respective parties. The result 
•was a protest against a coalition of bosses to effect a division of 
the offices \vithout giving public sentiment a fair chance to assert 
itself. 
The so-called fusion was itself merely an alliance between 


factions of the Republican and Democratic parties. The faction of 
the Republican party in control of the party-organization made 
a deal, after the primary election, with the faction of the Demo- 
cratic party jn control of the organization of that party. It is a 
cold fact that the faction of the Republican party which coalesced 
with the McNab Democracy elected a majority of the delegates 
to the municipal convention by a bare plurality. A minority almost 
as large as the majority was not only ignored in the transaction, 
but it was insulted, abused and declared to be unworthy of con- 
sideration. 


The returns put a different aspect on the case, however. On 


the other hand, the vote cast for the Democratic delegates was so 
small as to be contemptible. The mass of the Democratic'voters 
are workingmen, who sympathize with organized labor even if they 
do not all affliate \vith it. This great body of voters held aloof from 
the primaries waiting to see what the politicians in charge would 
do. A large contingent of active \vorking Democrats were treated 
by the faction in control as political outlaws. The laboring element 
•was^entirely ignored in the treaty for dividing the spoils of office. 


What happened is history. It was not a victory for anybody 


or anything in particular, but it was a crushing defeat for a polit- 
ical trade made by professional politicians. The Citizens Alliance 
went into the thing hoping to get control of the police force, but 
the politicians took charge of the business and nominated a mayoralty 
candidate of their own choosing—a professional politician like them- 
selves, who promptly repudiated the Citizens' Alliance and made 
impassioned appeals on the stump for the support of the labor 
unions. 


The only claim the fusion ticket put forward for support was 


the charge of graft against the Schmitz administration and the al- 
legation that Abraham Ruef was a boss. The charge of graft was 
not proved. 
Calling Ruef a boss was ridiculous in view of the 


group of bosses, each allotted to his share of the patronage, be- 
hind Partridge. It was notorious that these bosses had nominated 
Partridge, viho would never have been heard of for mayor in a 


-^free convention. 


\ 
In reality the ticket put up in opposition was not a Union 


Labor ticket. It was not a Schmitz ticket. It was in fact an in- 
dependent ticket composed of Union Laborites, Republicans and 
Democrats. 
The personnel of the nominees was entirely obscured 


In the issue presented by the method of making up the fusion ticket. 
With a total disregard of individuals, the voters of all parties took 
a smash at the whole fusion arrangement and the men who en- 
gineered it. Bawling graft! graft! graft! day after day did not 
blind anybody to the hypocrisy and false pretense of the fusion 
program or the fact that it was a deal behind which were masked 
other deals and schemes for controlling party machines and promot- 
ing certain political interests. 


The voters of San Francisco decided they would not stand 


it no matter how good the fusion candidates were personally, and 
they voted for a new deal all round—one that would at least af- 
ford them a look in. That's just why Cock Robin came to be killed. 


For the Sacramento Bee, all is lost save honor—and Carragher. 


But even its gratulation over the election of Carragher is colored 
with grief at the \\ay Juckes was knifed by his "friends." Still, 
Juckes had to fall for Carragher to win.

Thousands have been slain;.still many more thous- 
ands ha\c been maimed and injured, while hundreds of thousands 
have been plundered, driven from their homes or had their habi- 
tations clestro} ed by the torch of fanatic incendiarism. Each day 
brings fresh stories of slaughter, outrage, 
robbery 
and wanton 


burnings. There is no safety for the homeless, hungry, sick and 
wounded but to flee the country, and in their flight they must 
have aid. A vast sum is required to adequately relieve distress so 
widespread and poignant. As a rule the Jews do not ask the aid 
of people of other races and creeds in relieving distress among 
their coreligionists, and in this instance the departure from their 
established custom is justified from every point of view. 
The 


sufferings of the Russian Jews are due to no fault of their own, 
no visitation of Providence, no disaster of the elements, but to the 
malignancy of men calling themselves Christians and the inhu- 
manity of a government claiming to represent Christian civilization. 
It is but just that real Christians should extend sympathy and 
assistance to such dire distress as is now witnessed in Southern 
Russia. There is just one way to aid the afflicted and oppressed 
and that is to give liberally toward alleviating their distress. 
We 


trust the people of Oakland, without regard to race or creed, will 
respond promptly and generously to the pathetic yet dignified "ap- 
peal for help the Jewish people have sent out in this hour of terrible 
extremity.

Hearst in his fight for an honest count and a square deal in New 
York. The issue now is narrowed down to the right of citizens 
to vote as they please and have their ballots honestly counted. 
Upon this .basic right rests the whole fabric of popular govern- 
ment. Fraud and intimidation at the polls have been conclusively 
proved, and every effort to get a fair canvass of "the votes is being 
met by, -trickery and subterfuge, but justice will not be thwarted in' 
this instance, for Hearst has wealth, brains and an aroused public | 
sentiment behind him. He has the entire country with him in his 
battle to vindicate the freedom and purity of the ballot. 


Even the New York Evening Post, which has been the bitterest 


among Mr. Hearst's assailants, demands that he be given fair play, 
and an honest count. So does the Brooklyn Eagle, another op- 
ponent, and such independent papers as the Springfield Republican 
and the Boston Herald. With a few exceptions, the press of Cali- 
fornia has spoken out in the same strain. The Stockton Record 
(Rep.) says:

•'Every good citizen in the length and breadth of thfe land be- 


comes Mr. Hearst's ally in a demand for an honest count of the 
votes cast in New York last Tuesday,. If Tammany corruptionists j 
have counted Mr. Hearst out of the Mayoralty, prompt legal re- 
dress should be his, to the end that the will of the people be given 
full force or effect. 
The political principles or personal character 


of Mr. Hearst are not an issue. So completely does a free ballot 
and an honest count bulwark Republican institutions that an assault 
on Mr. Hearst's rights as a candidate becomes a matter of grave 
concern for American citizens." 


The Fresno Republican, which has been particularly severe on 


Hearst, says: 


"Much as it goes against the grain, we are all liable to be 


shouting for Hearst in his contest to be declared elected Mayor 
of New York. The'people of New York ought to have elected 
McClellan Mayor, and it is to be hoped they did so. But if they 
did not, then the man they did choose Mayor ought to be Mayor. 
And it is, unfortunately, very likely that Hearst was honestly, 
elected." 


It adds that "on the question of honest elections we are all 


with him." That is fairly said. 
It is the only correct position 


to take. The San Francisco Chronicle is equally emphatic in ex- 
pressing the hope that Mr. Hearst will succeed in vindicating the 
integrity of elections in New York City. 
Under the pressure of 


public opinion, and the stern aspect of the courts, Tammany has 
begun to give ground, and there is every prospect ahead that an 
honest count will be had. 


The Sacramento Bee mourns and refuses to be comfort-

I which the guilt o£ the two offending ' co- 
1 eds ' had been determined and the con- 
sequences of such actions, both In and 
out of the University 


Professor Torrey did 
not 
give 
tha 


names of the girl students who have been 
directed to absent themselves from his 
class 
There are onlv about six mem- 


bers of thn Cidjj however and it is sup- 
posed that by the process of elimination 
the Identity of the girls who have been 
dismissed will be determined during the 
next few days 


Professor Torrey ls/-regarded as one of 


the most popular and able members of 
the faculty 
His class In zoology is well 


attended, mostly b> seniors. Recently he 
conducted an examination, In which all 
members of the class took part 
When 


the papers of the two girl students came 
in they were found to be wrong In es- 
sential points and identical throughout 
One girl had copied another girl's report i 
apparently, and In the eyes of the in- 
structoi both were guilty of a dishon- j 
orable action 


The discredit attached to such an act 


was declared by the professor 
to 
be 


greater in the case of a university man 
than In one who might perhaps be sup- 
posed to be controlled by a low standard 
of honor, and peculiarly discreditable In 
the case- of a woman student, whose honor 
as a student should be Irreproachable. 


The Students' Affairs Committee has 


been organized to take cognltance of af- 
fairs of this sort and It la expected that 
the affair will come to the committee's 
notice officially during the next few days, 
and by the committee tried and sentence 
pronounced.
